For Swiss Envoy | 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) 
As 20,000 troops and police 
searched today for the kid- 
napped Swiss ambassador to 
Brazil, an unconfirmed report 
circulated that his captors 
were demanding the release 
of 68 to 70 political prisoners. 

The report came from a 
source who said the demand 
was made in one of two 
documents purporting to 
come from the kidnappers 
The documents were in the 
hands of the police, and they 
refused to make public what 
they said 

Ambassador Giovanni En- 
rico Bucher, 57, whose 
wealthy family owns a chain 
of resorts in Switzerland and 
Italy, was seized Monday in 
the Rio suburb of Laranjei- 
ras: His police bodyguard was 
shot three times; one bullet 
hit his spine and paralysed 
his arms and legs. 

Witnesses said seven men 
and a woman blocked off the 
ambassador's limousine with 
two cars, ordered the driver 
to the floorboard-and shot the 
guard, Helio Carvalho de 
Araujo, when he resisted. 

Abandoning the two block- 
“ing cars, they hustled the 
ambassador into another car 
and drove off, a fourth car 
trailing yehind One of the 
two gelaWay cars was later 
abandoned at a beach.

women make their way to the 
House of Commons. to help govern 
the country — only 18 in half a 
century, it says. Yet this is offered 
as an example of male domination. 


To. get elected one must offer 


“himself or herself as a candi- 
date—which means there must be a 


group to make the nomination and 
public support to supply the election 
votes. Since.women make up half of 
the population, it seems obvious 
where the blame lies for an absence 
of political success. Many an able 
woman — and we do not have to 
look beyond this community for 
examples — has found no lack of 
male as well as female voters when 
she decided to run for office. That 
seems like equality. Any thought of 
mandatory quota systems for public 
office or public employment would 
do women—and the country—a last- 
ing disservice. 

Other aspects of the long-con- 
sidered report call for more serious 
treatment. Legal abortions on de- 
mand emerge as a salient point of 
contention by women across the 
country. It is clear that the present 
law, although superficially more 
permissive than the former strict 
restraints, falls short of what is 
desired. It might well be widened, 
subject to some safeguards against 
abuse, Abortion should not become 
a matter of casual convenience or a 
clumsy. and _ possibly damaging 
alternative to proper birth control 
practices.

There are many 
occupations in which women—- 
young. and attractive ones—are 
preferred: air stewardesses, wait- 
resses, receptionists, to name a few. 
Why pass arbitrary laws as to age, 
appearance or sex which would 
deny the public what it wants? 
When a wide preference for young 
and comely females serving the 
public can» be interpreted as. a 
degradation of womanhood, perhaps 
we ought to have more men on the 
women’s commission.

HE official 1970.census figures on the

Bureau's mathematics in terms of 
human personalities, each with his own 
special views, problems, and require- 
ments for a decent life, that we begin to 
wonder how this human problém can be 
brought under control 

The bureau invites an optimistic 
thought. The proportionate increase in 
the American! population, it says, was 
13.3 per cent in the decade of the 1960's, 
second smailest in the nation's history,

of Britain, or France or West Germany

The guestion, however, is not whether 
we can eat or survive but what kind of 
life we would have in such a world, and 
whether, there is enough intelligence and 
common sense around to organize even 
the U.S.—let alone the rest of the world, 
where the population is worse—on such 
projections? 

On the basis of the experience. of the 
last few years, the answer would have to 
be: Certaifily not- without radical 
changes in common attitudes toward 
family life, economic life, and even 
toward the purposes of life itself. . 

But,-coming back to~the beginning, 
this: is primarily a question of. personal 
attitudes. Governments can do a lot 
about the need to create over 100 wholly 
new cities of over 100,000 and 10 new 
cities of over a million in the next 20 
years, but the issue comes back 
inevitably to the people themselves 

“There appears,"’ says Rufus E. Miles 
Jy, in the current issue of the Population 
3ulletin, ‘to be only one viable approach 

this is-the long, uphill route of 
encouraging the American people to 
modify their basic attitudes and behavior 
so that instead of idealizing large 
families in the abstract and creating 
them in flesh and blood; we will prefer 
smal}] ones and act upon our preferences, 
so that instead of promoting forms ‘of 
economic growth which will increasingly 
pollute our living space, we will insist 
that we clean up as we go, no matter 
what the cost..."

_.-This is the story of one man’s effort to straighten 
out Toronto, if not Canadian Press, or never under- 
estimate the power of a publicity chief. Some may 
even call it operation SNAFU. 


It began last week with the announcement out of Toronto 
that thé first triple dead heat had been recorded in Canadian 
thoroughbred racing. It got big play everywhere, especially in 
Toronto, where they didn’t know any better, and even had a 
mention here. 

But when it was recorded jn the Times, a bleat 
immediately went up from this corner which translated meant: 
“Tt ain’t so!” Victoria had the first triple dead heat, and it was 
for first, not second, as was the claim in Toronto. 

Of course, Toronto can be forgiven. They seldom get 
anything first, and just grab on to anything that looks like it 
might give them a first. They can recant later, which is the 
case again. 

Even out here, the editor put up a fight. “When?” he 
screamed. Dead silence greeted his remark, but. just for a 
moment. ‘I'll find out for you,”’ was the plantive reply. By this 
time, however, the issue had gone to press, and the fact 
recorded for posterity. 

Some hours later, -after due discussions with interesied 
parties, one Harry Filion, the publicity director of the B.C. 
Jockey Club, included, the true facts became known, and a | 
study was launched into the case of the first triple dead heat. 


This, of course, was recorded in Victoria, at the old Willows 
Park in Oak Bay. The date was Sept. 21, 1940, a Saturday 
afternoon with a banner crowd in the stands. 

And it didn’t take long for the first excitement of the day to 
be generated, either. For in the very first race, three mares hit 
the wire as one, and.the track cameraman saw it the same 
way too. It was three tied for first. My Debut paid $23.70, $17.55 
and $150.90; Margery Daw $5.20, $4.85 and $4.60; Saucy Maid 
$10.30, $12.30 and $10.80. The distance was six furlongs and 30 

. yards. The time 1:17 and the jockeys involved were Bobby 
Warren on My Debut, Emil Sporri on Margery Daw and Alec 
Haller on Saucy Maid. | 

Aha,” thought your agent. “This will shaw up those 
fellows in Toronto, at Greenwood Park, and at Canadian Press. 
And won't the editor be pleased too.” 

But alas, a local claim ¢o fame was not to he. Filion had a 
better idea, He had gotten on the blower in Vancouver, at the 
weekend, and told all his friends what a dastardly deed had 
been committed in Toronto, and he, Filion, wanted*‘it changed, 
for the record. 

Which means, in the trade,-that your dutiful racing 
secretary had gone to bed with his own story and awoke to find 
it splashed across the pages of every paper in the country. 
Filion had done his job well, {he cad

Snails are close relatives of slugs 
crawlers but with shells on their backs as protection from 
larger crawling animals found in damp, swampy forests 

Along the banks of Florida streams and on edges of 
southern swampy forest lakes, the aspidistra is grown 
commercially for cut leaves, much as we grow and cut salal 
for shipping to city florists 

One surmises that part of the renewal of interest in 
aspidistra has come through. flower arranging design books 
written by city women in easterti cities, who have bought 
leaves from their florists. Even completely dried, the design 
potential of aspidistra jeaves ig considerable 

Today we can use these plants indoors in winter and put 
them out into north facing planters or patios for summ

AFL-CIO President George 
Meany said Burns ‘‘wants to 
roll America back to the 19th 
century and its economic 
‘trickle down’ theory.” 

‘Dr. Burns’ prescription is 
the wrong medicine for the 
wrong patient at the wrong 
time,” Meany said. 

But while Burns was sug- 
gesting a review board, his 
successor as Nixon's chief 
economic adviser, Dr. Paul 
McCracken, rejected 
and-price guidelines an 
effective government policy. 

McCracken told business 
editors meeting in Washington 
that guidelines in the United 
States and in other countries 
have failed to moderate wage 
increases.

A section of the Fire 
Marshal Act provides for 
inspection and, if a fire’ would 
endanger - life or property, 


ordering destruction or repair 
of ‘the building. 


Concern expressed by the 
building depariment was 
about structural aspects and 
fear of collapse. A dance is 
scheduled for New Year's 
Eve, after which the hall is to 
be closed with a new munici- 
pal facility opening nearby in 
late January.

“It's the most fantastically- 
inexcusable, thing I've ever 


heard of. I’ve peen opposed to . 


it from the beginning. The 
doors are open now, if women 
don’t want to be. sissy~pussies 
making sandwiches in the 
ladies’ auxihary.” 

Most of the critics ‘aimed 
their blasts at the cost of a 
commission they ~ considered 
unnecessary 

Two years after the com- 
mission was set up its 
expenses had risen to just 
over $1 millien. 

That figure included $37,787 
in salary and $4455 in 
expenses for the chairman. 
Salaries for the six other 
that time 


ranged from $11,925 to 
$25,350, with expenses from 
$2,767 to $11,978. 

Salaries for senior staff 
members ranged irom $10,500 
to $42,966. 

By June 1970, estimates 
were given suggesting that 
expenses weuld total $1,779,- 
869 by the time the report 
was presented. 

No final figures are avail- 
able so far, but the commis- 
sion members have elways 
prided themselves on their 
careful budgeting. 

They were congratulated by 
the supervisor of the royal 
comissions for the Privy 
Council, 
Anne Francis Bird that she 
had done well in keeping the 
budget down.
